January 10, 1983 

3:13 P.M. Pete Smith called and I was not at my desk. I called him back 
at 4 P.M.: 717-282-2100, extension 3655. I told him that the 20th and 
27th of January were too early for a Gravity Railroad presentation at 
St. Joseph's. He said fine. We agreed that the 3rd of February would 
be OK. He said that that would be OK and that putting off the presen¬ 
tation until the 3rd of February would allow him time to do publicity 
on the meeting. I told him that I would send him details by the 19th 
of January. I sent him some details in my letter of January 18th8. He 
reported that St. Joseph's would provide refreshments for the meeting. 


January 11, 1983, 5:50 P.M. 

JVB called to say that Jean Colville had called and she had reported 
that "Robert has had his first dip into the troubled political waters 
of Carbondale," meaning the meeting on Thursday, January 6th.
